Fruits And Wheat

Temperatures rose throughout the 
middle west today as an unseason- 
able cold wave moved eastward to- 
ward the Atlantic. 

Freezing temperatures dotted the 
eastern coast with accompanying 
snow flurries in New York and i 
Pittsburgh. Warmer temperatures 
prevailed in the southern Atlantic 
and gulf states and slight showers 
were expected. 

Temperatures were higher in the 
Rocky Mountain region and ex- 
treme upper Mississippi Valley. 
Cooler weather extended over the 
north Pacific states. 


Farmers reported that the cold, 
which averaged 10 to 15 degrees be- 
low normal for the season, damaged 
crops in a belt from Texas to the 
Canadian border and from. the 
Rockies into the Mississippi valley. 
The most serious damage was re- 
ported in southern Illinois, Indiana 
and Ohio. Farmers said wheat, 


early apple and pear crops had been | 


bitten by heavy frosts. Indiana 
growers said peach, apple and 
cherry losses would total 85 per cent 
of anticipated crops. 

Charles R. Reed, federal meteor- 
ologist at Des Doines, Ia., said heavy 
frosts and flooded areas along the 
Mississippi river had damaged the 
winter wheat, meadows, and pas- 
tures. 

Readings dropped to four degrees 
above zero in North Dakota, Minne- 
sota, and Wisconsin yesterday. A low 
reading of 21 degrees at Chicago 
yesterday was the coldest day on that 
date since 1900. Cleveland reported 
a low of 20 degrees, lowest tempera- 
ture ever recorded there on April 12.

HISTORIC BAYLEY HOUSE 
WAS COMPLETED 
IN 1862 


A quarter mile north of Pilot Hill, 
on the road between that historic 
place and Cool, is a reminder of the 
early 1860s, is the Bayley house, re- 
ports a Sacramento paper. 


The massive three story brick 


| building is often passed by motor- 


ists who are mystified at seeing 
such a building located in the moun- 
tains so far from a large town. 
There is no marker to indicate what 
10 1S. 

In 1849 there came to California 
from Vermont, Alexander John Bay- 
ley, on the old ship Edward Everett. 
From 1851 to 1861 he owned and op- 
erated the old Oak Valley House at 
Pilot Hill. A fire destroyed it and he 
consequently built the three story 
brick structure which still stands. 

Believing that the Central Pacific 
railroad would be built close to 
where he erected the building, Bay- 
ley put $20,000 into this massive 
hostelry, finishing it May 15, 1862. 
|But the dream which he so fondly 


cherished never came true. The rail- 
road passed many miles to the west. 
The building he expected to use as 
a hotel, and in which he expected to 
entertain hundreds of guests from 
the eastern states, remained but a 
house and eventually was abandon- 
ed. 

The extensively terraced gardens 
have long since vanished, but the 
aged oaks and locust trees still re- 
main to shade the entrances to this 
historic building, which now is a 
ranch home.

that they will return to it eagerly 
every spring. A spot where they 
may splash, drink and gossip seems 
to be the chief attraction and this 
means a bird bath. It may be an 
elevated bath of the commercial 
type, @ pool in the ground, or any 
sort of shallow dish or pan. 

Place it near enough to your win- 
dow that you may have the fun of 
watching them and yet secluded 
enough that they may enjoy some 
privacy. Be sure that it is protect- 
ed from cats. The best way to pre- 
vent its becoming a cruel bird trip 
it to set it in the open far away 
from any vantage point from which 
@ cat can jump. 

It should not be more than five 
inches deep, and to accommodate 
little birds, it is well to have it of 
varying depths. The hose is a con- 
venience to wash and fill the bath. 
In hot weather it may be necessary 
to fill it twice a day. If you are 
a bird lover, put out the bird bath 
early in the spring, when returning 
birds are choosing their new homes. 


A Gas Range 


Rarely can the buyer find every 
convenience in one range, but these 
are desirable features to look for 
when purchasing a gas stove: an 
oven insulated on all sides, top, bot- 
tom and door; oven heat control to 
avoid guesswork; a perpetual pilot- 
flame from which all top burners 
are lighted without matches; econ- 
omical two-way simmer burners so 
that a kettle may be brought quick- 
ly to the boiling point with a large 
flame and kept boiling by turning 
eff the large flame and leaving the 
simmer flame; a giant burner and 
smaller corners. 

The broiler should be far enough 
below the flame that toast or steak 
on it will not catch fire readily, and 
that the broiling pan may be 
smokeless. The burners should be of 
rust-resisting metal or finished with 
enamel. The cabinet should be of 
an attractive material, easy to keep 
clean. Good lighting over the range 
and a clock are added conveniences. 
An economy feature is the sunken 
“well” which one uses as a fire- 
less cooker. 


Economy Pointers 

Laziness, self-indulgence and lux- 
ury-habits account fo ra portion of 
money which might be saved to the 
family purse. Teach the family to 
Save work by preventing the need 
for so much of it, to be careful not 
to soil clothing unnecessarily and so 
to require more laundry, to wait on 
themselves and not demand help 
from others, to live simply and not 
expect elaborate furnishings.

efficiency and labor saving. It 
means something to be “queen of 
the home” besides wearing a cor- 
onet or wielding a scepter.

Washing Lace 

To wash fine lace, make a suds 
in a fruit jar, soak the lace in this 
overnight,then shake it vigorously. 
If not clean by this process, squeeze 
it, but do not rub, as this will loos- 
en or pull the threads. Rinse thro- 
oughly in several waters, still shak- 
ing the fruit can. Add a little blu- 
ing to the last rinse water. Lace 
may be dried by wrapping it around 
a glass bottle. 

Very fine laces are best basted on 
cheesecloth for washing or have 
them drycleaned, as washing thick- 
ens them slightly. To stiffen lace, 
rinse in borax water or use gum 
arabic, one teaspoonful to two 
quarts of water. 


Food Ideas 

Add chopped parsley to broiled, 
buttered corrots. 

Beat mashed potatoes until they 
are creamy, add seasonings and 
grated cheese and bake until a deli- 
cate brown. 

Season lemon gelatin with the 
juice of three lemons and one or- 
ange and add two sliced bananas. 
Fruit juices give an acceptable tart- 
ness, 

The greater the number of eggs 
in a cake, the greater is its chance 
of failure. Simple, one, two or three- 
egg cakes usually stand up and give 
a@ good account of themselves. 

Add horseradish to white sauce 
and use as a dressing for vegetables, 
as for green beans, spinach, cab- 
bage or carrots; or to occompany 
fish, toast, potatoes, or meat loaf. 
Poach eggs in this sauce. 

As a filling for sandwiches com- 
bine a half cup each of canned 
chicken, chopped cooked ham and 
grated cheese with two hard chop- 
ped eggs and salad dressing to 
make into a paste.
